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250 Are Dead; 
Many Homeless 
• In Parana Fire

RIO DE JANEIRO,, Brazil (AP) 


—AT .least 250 persons perished 
and 300,000 were left homeless 
In a series of wind-whipped fires 
which raced through tinder-dry 
pine forests in the Southern state 
of Parana, reports reaching here 
said today. 


Brazilian and U.S. teams rushed 


firefighters, food and blood plas- 
ma to the stricken state, Brazil's 
most important coffee-producing 
area. 


Gov; Ney Braga,, who appealed 


for outside assistance, said the sit- 
uation 
in 
the drought-plagued 


state was "much worse than you 
can imagine." 


Forty-nine bodies have been re- 


covered and the death toll prob- 
ably will go much higher, Col. 
Italu Cortes, director of the fire- 
fighters, reported from Curitiba, 
the state capital 200 miles South- 
west of Sao Paulo. 


Many communities in the path 


of. the flames are in remote areas 
and some settlements are accessi- 
ble only by air, Firefighters were 
hampered further by 30-mile-an- 
hour winds. 
' Cortes said one fire was brought 


unijer control outside Monte Ale- 
gre, Brazil's major paper-manu- 
facturing center, but the city of 
about 30,000 still was in danger. 
.Cortes said it appeared 
that 


only a heavy rain could quell the 
fires. He said the state has had 
no soaking rain for eight months. 


In .-addition to coffee plantations 


and vast lumber resources,, the 
sub-tropical state bordering Ar- 
gentina and Paraguay has many 
rich farms developed by Italian, 
German and Slav immigrants.

Sawmill Wood 
Piles Turned 
Into Money

Did you ever wonder why you 


no longer see those piles of scrap 
wood stacked1 up for burning 
around sawmills and plants which 
use timber as a raw material? 
-The wood piles were a familiar 
site around Arkansas in the 1930s 
and, 1940s. A few mills sold them 
as firewood, but widening use of 
natural1 gas wiped oiit that mar- 
ket. '. 
". 


,;_ ^nje'rprising. mill owners • quick-^ 
Ty' found another—a very .reward!-' 
ing one. They took advantage of 
Arkansas' emergence as an indus- 
trial and paper mill state and be- 
gan selling wood chips as pulp- 
wood. 


In 1961 the last year for which 


records are complete,. 62 Arkansas 
wood-using industries were selling 
chips, about 400,000 cords annual- 
ly. The one-time waste material 
is worth almost .$6 million a year. 


Ninety-five per cent of the chip 


volume in Arkansas is pine an<J 
almost all of it comes from saw- 
mill residue. About 10 per cent is 
produced by1 w o o d preserving 
plants, veneer mills and boxi fac- 
tories. 


The wood chip industry rocket- 


ed after the first 
commercial 


shipping facility was opened at a 
sawmill in Bradley County in 1953. 
By the end of that year, a dozen 
mills were in the business and it 
spread quickly over the South. 


In 1961, the South produced 


1,620,000 cords of chips, worth al- 
most $23 million. 


Sale of hardwood chips is limit- 


ed by a need to separate chips 
from different kinds of trees be- 
fore processing in most plants. 
Still, use of hardwood chips in- 
creased 22 per cent over the South 
between 1960 and 1961 while use 
of pine increased only nine per 
cent. 


Dan R. Wallace a forest prod- 


usts marketing specialist with the 
Agricultural Extension 
SelVice 


estimates that the chips produced 
in Arkansas represent one year's 
production of 
400,000 acres o) 


growing trees since the rate of 
growth is figured at one cord1 per 
acre per year. 


"That means it will take 400 


acres to produce pulpwood equiv- 
alent to that being produced now 
from mill residue," he said. 


Pulp chips are shipped by! both 


rail and truck and distances range 
up to 340 miles. Only one per cent 
travels more than 200 miles and 
more than half is marketed within 
60 miles of where it is produced. 


Arkansas ranks third among 


Southern states in the number of 
plants producing chips and second 
in the amount of chips sold.

Russell said he will outline his 


reasons for opposition during de- 
bate starting Monday on the trea- 
ty banning nuclear tcxting except 
underground. 


His announcement followed sim-

Stennis, D-Miss., of the .armed 
forces preparedness investigating 
subcommittee, and Sen. 
Strom 


Thurmond, D-S.C.,, a member of 
the subcommittee >aWd the parent 
group. 


,Sen. Robert C. Byrd1, D-W.Va., 
a member of the full committee, 
,told an interviewer he,, too, is in- 
clined to oppose ratification. 
'"Unless I am presented evi- 


dence between now and the time 
the Senate votes that will allay 
my' fears I shall vote against the 
treaty," Byrd said.

Gen. Trujillo 
Remembered 
in Dominican

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 


Republic (AP)—The ghost of Gen- 
eralissimo Rafael Leonidas Tru- 
jillo still rules the Dominican Re- 
public. 


The memory of the dictator, 


dead two years,, was a major fac- 
tor in the 1962 presidential elec- 
tion. His shadow tod'ay threatens 
the stability of this infant democ- 
racy. 


Juan Bosch, a white-thatched 


author-professor was swept into 
office only eight months ago by 
a crushing national vote of ap- 
proval. Now his growing unpopu- 
larity is one of manyi disturbing 
signs here. 


"The trouble here," says a for- 


eign businessman, "is that every- 
one wants to govern,, but after 31 
years of tyranny nobody really 
knows how." 


A lack of distinguishable nation-

springs from widespread admin- 
istrative incompetence. This has 
aroused the business and! profes- 
sional1 classes1 and .some segments 
of labor, and tended to alienate 
the Roman Catholic Church. 


As a result, a once-bright eco- 


nomic picture is dimming and the 
probabilities of violence are in- 
creasing. There is a growing feel- 
ing that President Bosch's gov- 
ernment may not survive long.
